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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS. 

In  presenting  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Associated 
Charities  of  Cambridge  we  ask  the  indulgence  of  our  friends  for 
its  unavoidably  late  appearance. 

We  feel  that  other  charities  of  Cambridge  as  well  as  this  have 
met  with  a  very  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  S.  W.  Watriss, 
one  of  the  firmest  believers  in  the  systematic  charity  we  are 
striving  to  introduce,  and  one  of  the  foremost  organizers  of  this 
movement — a  woman  of  rare  executive  ability  and  excellent 
judgment.  Miss  M.  L.  Drew  has  been  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
on  the  Board  caused  by  Mrs.  Watriss’s  death. 

In  general  the  past  year  has  shown  a  steady  advance  in  all 
branches  of  our  work.

Our  Agent,  Mr.  Harris,  has  continued  his  useful  work,  and 
during  the  year  has  made  over  thirteen  hundred  calls  and  re¬ 
ceived  more  than  nine  hundred  and  fifty. 

An  association  has  been  formed  in  North  Cambridge  to  furnish 
relief,  so  that  it  maybe  obtained,  not  from  the  visitors  themselves 
nor  through  their  personal  solicitations,  as  heretofore,  but  from 
some  outside  organization.  This,  like  the  Humane  Society  in 
Old  Cambridge,  is  managed  for  the  most  part  by  those  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Associated  Charities  and  works  in  harmony  with 
the  Conference. 

In  Wards  II  and  IV  there  are  no  general  benevolent  societies 
whatever,  although  in  these  Wards  is  found  a  large  proportion 
of  the  poor  of  the  city.  Consequently,  the  relief  that  is  here 
given,  independently  of  any  connection  with  the  Associated 
Charities,  whether  through  the  generosity  of  private  persons,  or 
the  separate  action  of  the  churches,  must  of  necessity  be  spas¬ 
modic  and  unsystematic.  The  amount  of  money  given,  by  whom, 
and  to  whom,  is  unknown. 

It  is  this  irregular  almsgiving,  so  demoralizing  to  the  poor 
themselves,  and  which  proves  such  a  hindrance  and  perplexity 
to  many  who  are  ready  and  willing  to  help  them  in  some  better 
way,  that  the  Associated  Charities  aims  to  change.  Instead  of 
relief  which  is  liable  to  be  carelessly  applied  through  insufficient 
inquiry  into  the  real  needs  of  those  receiving  it,  and  with  no 
personal  knowledge  of  the  character  or  history  of  the  cases,  or 
whether  they  are  aided  from  other  sources,  it  substitutes  a  regular 
and  systematic  method  of  investigation  and  work,  and  one  which 
is  susceptible  of  improvement  from  year  to  year. 

The  greatest  obstacle  in  Wards  II  and  IV  to  the  successful 
operation  of  this  improved  system  of  charity,  is  found  in  the  fact 
stated  above,  that  there  is  no  general  relief  society  with  which  it 
may  act  in  concert.  The  Howard  Benevolent  Society,  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  poor,  has  for  some  reason 
discontinued  its  work,  and  no  other  society  has  taken  it  up.  It 
is  earnestly  hoped  that  measures  will  be  speedily  taken  towards 
the  formation  of  a  society  for  charitable  relief,  and  that  it  will  be 
established  on  a  basis  that  will  command  the  confidence  and  aid 
of  the  citizens  of  these  two  Wards. 
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We  renew  our  request  to  benevolent  individuals  to  report  to 
us  all  persons  asking  or  needing  assistance,  and  especially  do  we 
urge  the  churches  and  other  relief  organizations  to  report  regu¬ 
larly  all  aid  given,  assuring  them  of  the  complete  privacy  of  our 
records,  which  give  information  in  each  instance  only  to  those 
charitably  interested  in  that  particular  case. 

In  spite,  however,  of  all  difficulties,  we  feel,  in  looking  back 
upon  our  five  years’  work  in  Cambridge,  that  we  have  accom¬ 
plished  something  of  what  we  set  before  us.  We  find  a  growing 
conviction  that  charitable  work  is  a  thing  to  be  thoughtfully  and 
systematically  undertaken,  that  there  must  be  a  general  plan  ex¬ 
pressly  directed  toward  diminishing  pauperism,  and  that  impul¬ 
sive,  irresponsible  alms-giving  makes  paupers  of  the  poor  and  is 
but  an  indolent  way  of  pacifying  the  conscience  of  the  giver. 

We  must  again  gratefully  acknowledge  the  liberal  response 
made  to  our  request  for  money  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Society ;  a  French  reading  given  in  a  private  house  last  May 
by  Professor  Bocher  added  $64.00  to  our  funds  ;  the  Cambridge 
Railroad  has  continued  to  furnish  car  tickets  to  our  Agent. 
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CONFERENCE  OF  WARD  I. 


Secretary’s  Report. 


During  the  past  year,  beginning  with  the  annual  meeting  on 
the  second  of  November,  1885,  and  ending  with  the  close  of  the 
season  on  the  seventeenth  of  May,  1886,  this  Conference  held 
fourteen  meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  fifteen  persons. 

Among  these  should  be  especially  mentioned  the  public  meeting 
held  on  the  fifteenth  of  February,  when  addresses  were  made  by 
Mr.  R.  T.  Paine,  Father  Osborne  and  Dr.  Vaughan  upon  the 
question  of  the  desirability  of  abolishing  public  out-door  relief, 
which  was  attended  by  a  large  audience,  and,  although  no  conclu¬ 
sion  was  reached  upon  the  point  under  discussion,  the  interest 
shown  in  the  subject  confirmed  the  opinion  of  those  who  had  sug¬ 
gested  holding  the  meeting  and  inviting  the  speakers,  that  we 
should  endeavor  to  have  at  least  one  public  meeting  during  every 
season,  for  the  discussion  of  this  and  kindred  subjects — that  in 
this  way  we  assist  in  forming  a  judicious  and  enlightened  public 
opinion  on  questions  connected  with  charitable  work  and  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  pauperism. 

Our  work  was  very  much  less  this  year  than  in  previous  years, 
owing  to  the  establishment  of  a  Conference  in  Ward  V,  North 
Cambridge,  which  took  from  our  list  a  large  proportion  of  regu¬ 
lar  cases,  besides  an  indefinite  number  of  irregular  ones. 

The  number  of  our  regular  visitors  has  been  twenty-six,  and 
thirty-six  families  have  been  systematically  visited,  besides  many 
others  who  have  been  looked  after  temporarily  as  occasion  re¬ 
quired.  Various  cases  of  imposition  have  been  inquired  into  and 
exposed,  and  on  such  occasions  the  rapid  communication  between 
the  Boston  and  Cambridge  Central  Offices  is  of  very  great  advan¬ 
tage.  Perhaps  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  secretary  to  make 
suggestions,  but  she  cannot  refrain  in  this  connection  from  express¬ 
ing  her  gratitude  to  Miss  Pear,  our  Registrar  at  Cambridgeport, 
for  the  promptness  with  which  all  reports  are  forwarded,  and  all 
questions  answered. 

In  several  of  our  cases  during  the  past  -year  the  death  of  one 
member  of  the  family  has  broken  it  up  entirely,  or  changed  its  re¬ 
lation  to  us,  and  the  history  of  one  or  two  of  the  cases  thus  closed 
is  appended  to  this  report,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  be  interesting 
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to  some  of  those  who  have;  not  been  able  to  follow  it  from  the  be¬ 
ginning. 

Our  new  year  opens  with  good  promise  of  energetic  workers, 
so  that  if  there  is  more  distress  than  usual  in  our  midst  we  may 
hope  to  do  our  share  in  relieving  it.

Case  A.  A  man  and  wife  with  a  baby  were  visited  in  1883. 
Man  out  of  work.  The  visitor  insisted  that  the  child’s  club  feet 
should  be  operated  on  that  he  might  not  grow  up  a  cripple. 
The  mother  at  last  consented,  and  arrangements  were  made  and 
the  surgeons  ready,  but  the  woman  did  not  appear  with  the  child, 
nor  was  she  seen  again  till  November,  1884.  The  visitor  then 
heard  the  family  was  in  Cambridge,  in  distress,  and  found  the 
mother  ill.  She  was  very  sorry  she  had  run  off  with  the  child, 
and  wished  to  have  the  operation  performed  then,  but  one  of  the 
doctors  was  in  Europe.  The  deformed  boy  was  growing  worse 
by  standing  on  his  feet,  and  there  was  a  young  baby  besides. 
The  woman  and  family  were  cared  for  till  she  could  work,  when 
she  again  disappeared. 

In  December,  1885,  the  mother  came  to  the  doctor  saying  she 
wanted  her  child’s  feet  cured,  for  every  one  stared  so  at  him  that 
it  made  her  ashamed.  He  was  then  three  years  old.  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  the  care  of  the  child  after  the  operation, 
which  was  performed  at  the  end  of  1885,  and,  owing  to  the  nurs¬ 
ing  he  received  as  well  as  to  the  doctor’s  skill,  he  was  sent  home 
Iasi;  July  with  two  perfect  feet. 

Case  B.  A  family  of  five  persons  ;  the  father,  a  carriage- 
smith,  able  to  earn  high  wages  when  sober;  the  mother,  broken 
down  in  health  and  spirits ;  and  three  children,  of  whom  the 
oldest,  a  boy  of  twelve,  was  epileptic.  The  only  redeeming  traits 
were  the  pride  of  the  parents,  which  kept  them  from  asking  for 
aid,  and  their  tenderness  for  the  idiotic  boy. 

The  visitor  tried  by  means  of  her  interest  in  the  boy  to  raise 
the  family  and  be  received  as  their  friend.  The  man  signed 
the  pledge  two  or  three  different  times  and  set  to  work,  but  he 
never  kept  his  promise  more  than  a  few  weeks. 
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The  visitor  succeeded  in  getting  the  boy  admitted  to  the  Bald- 
winsville  Hospital  and  the  father  insisted  on  paying  for  his  outfit 
(working  extra  days  to  get  the  money)  and  for  six  weeks  paid 
two  dollars  a  week  for  the  child’s  board  there,  keeping  sober  most 
of  the  time  so  as  to  earn  the  money  promptly.  But  then  he 
began  to  fall  off,  and  later,  when  the  boy  was  discharged  from 
the  Hospital  as  incurable,  the  father  seemed  rejoiced  to  have 
him  at  home  again. 

The  mother’s  health  now  began  to  fail  rapidly  and  as  her  con¬ 
dition  was  so  deplorable  in  her  wretched  home,  the  visitor  ob¬ 
tained  permission  for  her  to  go  to  the  Consumptives’  Home,  but 
she  preferred  to  stay  with  her  children  while  she  could.  This  was 
in  March  and  she  lingered  till  June,  showing  great  patience  in 
her  suffering. 

Though  the  husband  was  growing  worse  in  his  drunken 
habits  it  was  thought  best  to  do  nothing  to  disturb  the  mother ; 
but  after  her  death  the  children  were  in  such  a  neglected  state 
while  the  father  lay  at  home  drunk,  that  the  Catholic  priest  was 
applied  to,  as  well  as  the  Society  for  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  and  two  children  were  placed  in  a  Catholic  Home, 
the  father  sent  to  the  House  of  Correction,  and  the  imbecile  boy 
is  now  in  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded. 


Report  of  Mending  Class. 

The  Mending  Class  did  not  begin  its  work  till  January  19. 
This  delay  was  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  room  to 
work  in,  which  was  finally  surmounted  through  the  kindness 
of  the  members  of  the  Social  Union,  who  offered  the  use  of  the 
middle  room,  which  was  always  warm  and  comfortable  in  the 
average  winter  weather.  A  long  box  extending  across  the  end 
of  the  room  was  provided  by  the  funds  of  the  Associated  Charities 
of  Ward  One,  to  hold  the  clothes  sent  in.  Starting  so  late  in  the 
season,  there  have  been  fewer  garments  sent.  The  size  of  the 
Class  being  settled  by  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done,  there  have 
been  but  six  women  employed.  This  half  dozen,  however,  have 
been  much  interested  in  the  meetings,  and  have  been  quite  well 
kept  up  in  some  of  the  literature  of  the  day,  the  “St.  Nicholas,” 
“Wide  Awake,”  and  “Harper’s  Young  People”  having  afforded 
them  great  pleasure. 
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The  plan  of  distribution  this  season  was  to  give  out  the  clothes 
as  fast  as  they  were  earned  ;  a  plan  that  saved  trouble  as  well  as 
time,  one  person  being  able  to  do  the  whole  work. 

The  last  meeting  was  on  Friday,  May  7.

Report  of  the  Coal  Savings  Committee. 

The  Committee  finds  in  its  work  of  the  past  year  much  en¬ 
couragement,  although  the  actual  number  both  of  visitors  and 
those  saving  money  is  smaller  than  in  the  two  preceding  years, 
from  the  fact  that  the  money  has  been  saved  by  the  poorer  women 
in  small  sums  week  by  week,  and  that  in  no  case  has  the  whole 
amount  saved  been  given  in  one  or  two  weeks,  as  has  sometimes 
been  done.  We  feel  convinced  that  this  represents  careful  atten¬ 
tion  and  economy.  Owing  to  some  misunderstanding  in  the 
spring  the  number  of  visitors  was  much  smaller  than  usual.  We 
feel  assured  that  this  will  not  happen  again  as  several  of  the 
visitors,  as  well  as  of  the  women  who  did  not  join  us  last  year, 
have  already  applied  for  cards. 

There  were  five  visitors  during  the  year,  who,  with  the  aid  of 
Mr.  Harris  in  the  summer  months,  collected  $81.94  from  the  six- 
teen  families  who  saved. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  Richardson  and  Bacon  early 
in  the  summer  to  supply  the  coal  and  kindlings  at  summer  prices, 
which  they  have  carried  out  with  careful  consideration.

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CONFERENCE  OF  WARDS  II  AND  IV. 


Secretary’s  Report. 


During  the  working  year  beginning  October  14,  1885,  and 
ending  May  28,  1886,  this  Conference  has  held  seventeen  meet¬ 
ings  with  fair  average  attendance.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  reports  from  thirty-four  visitors  have  been  recorded.  These, 
with  cases  submitted  as  wanting  situations,  begging  from  door 
to  door,  private  cases  in  charge  of  Executive  Committee,  and 
others,  make  a  total  for  the  year  of  over  four  hundred  items. 

Many  cases  have  proved  very  interesting,  others  have  pre¬ 
sented  valuable  features  demanding  discriminating  work,  while 
the  reports  of  visitors  evince  earnest  and  faithful  care  and  a  per¬ 
sonal  interest.  Many  cases  have  steadily  improved  and  have 
been  retired,  others  have  been  retired  as  moving  from  the  city 
or  from  the  limits  of  this  Conference,  some  as  unworthy,  and 
a  few  from  death. 

On  January  7  of  this  year  this  Conference  was  called  upon 
to  mourn  the  death  of  our  beloved  President,  Mrs.  S.  W. 
Watriss.  Enough  has  already  been  said  in  eulogy  of  her  worth. 
A  fitting  tribute  of  our  esteem  is  spread  upon  our  records  ;  yet  the 
inspiration  of  her  zealous,  far-sighted,  and  executive  presence,  and 
our  own  unbounded  confidence  in  her  faith  in  the  possibilities  of 
our  work,  have  ever  been  an  encouragement. 

As  the  volume  of  work  increases  from  year  to  year,  as  greater 
and  more  pressing  demands  are  made  upon  our  facilities,  with  no 
definite  resources  from  which  to  draw  in  cases  demanding  im¬ 
mediate  relief,  the  necessity  of  an  established  fund  for  the 
proper  fulfilment  of  our  mission  becomes  more  and  more  im¬ 
perative. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  usefulness,  bringing  its  full 
measure  of  success.

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Report  of  Ways  and  Means  Committee. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  connected  with  the  Conference 
of  Wards  II  and  IV  has  held  during  the  year  ending  September  i, 
1886,  eight  regular  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business,  at 
which  have  been  received  reports  both  from  persons  wishing  em¬ 
ployment  and  from  those  willing  to  give  it. 

The  applications  for  work  of  various  kinds  number  seventy- 
three.  In  some  of  these  cases,  especially  when  there  is  no  visitor 
from  the  Conference,  no  very  certain  knowledge  of  capability 
and  worth  can  be  obtained,  but  where  the  applicant  is  known  and 
can  be  recommended,  an  effort  is  made  to  supply  the  need. 

Thirty-four  persons  have  been  procured  work  more  or  less  con¬ 
stant,  including  eight  good  and  permanent  situations.  Much  of 
this  success  is  due  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Agent,  Mr.  Harris,  a 
most  valuable  member  of  the  Committee.  Through  his  further 
efforts,  homes  have  been  found  for  eleven  children,  where  they 
will  be  kindly  cared  for  during  their  minority  ;  two  aged  men  have 
also  been  provided  with  homes. 

An  old  lady,  crippled,  destitute,  and,  together  with  a  depend¬ 
ent  grandchild,  threatened  with  the  State  Almshouse,  was  found 
such  work  as  she  could  do  and  was  helped  by  fuel  and  clothing, 
and  by  payment  of  rent,  until  she  was  able  to  go  to  a  home  in 
another  State.  Temporary  aid  was  given  an  English  family  of 
mother  and  three  children,  found  destitute,  the  father  away.  He 
has  since  returned  and  taken  up  the  care  of  his  family  again.  A 
soldier’s  widow,  paralyzed  and  helpless,  was  kindly  cared  for 
through  the  last  months  of  her  life  ;  her  daughters  were  helped  to 
meet  their  inevitably  heavy  expenses,  all  bills  were  paid,  and  they 
are  now  self-supporting.  A  young  man  for  whom  medical  aid 
had  been  procured,  and  who  had  been  under  the  care  of  the  Char¬ 
ities  for  two  years,  was  fitted  out  with  clothing  and  helped  to  pay 
his  fare  to  Florida. 

The  agent  has  reported  thirty  cases  where  he  has  distributed 
food  and  fuel,  and  has  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  over  $100.00 
contributed  by  friends,  and  given  by  him  to  needy,  worthy  cases. 

The  clothing  department  is  under  the  supervision  of  an  efficient 
sub-committee,  which  has  met  once  a  week  for  such  distribution 
of  clothing  as  the  Conference  has  granted.  Of  the  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-five  articles  contributed  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  have  been  given  out. 
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It  would  seem  that  the  work  with  which  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  finds  itself  intrusted,  that  of  securing  employment 
for  the  poor,  and  of  furnishing  practical  encouragement  toward 
self-support,  is  clearly  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Charities,  and  might  be  made  an  important  factor  in  helping 
that  spirit  to  find  expression.  The  increasing  confidence  and  in 
terest  shown  by  friends,  in  applying  for  service  that  they  may 
need,  is  an  encouragement,  of  which  the  committee  is  gratefully 
conscious.  Its  thanks  are  due  also  to  the  Registrar  for  frequent 
and  valuable  aid.

Report  of  Sewing  Class. 

The  Sewing  Class,  which  held  its  first  meeting  January  28 
with  one  member,  increased  in  numbers  until  we  had  sixteen 
names  enrolled.  Two  of  this  number  have  attended  the  class 
only  once,  but  most  of  the  women  are  quite  regular  in  attend¬ 
ance.  The  Class  held  its  last  meeting  June  4. 

During  the  first  month  all  the  cast-off  clothing  on  hand  was 
mended  ;  and  a  number  of  garments  were  given  to  the  women  in 
payment  for  their  work. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Wellington,  a  piece  of  unbleached 
cotton  cloth  was  given  by  the  Unitarian  and  Universalist  Socie¬ 
ties  ;  thread  and  buttons  were  added  by  others.  From  the  cloth 
twenty-one  undergarments  have  been  made ;  eleven  of  these 
garments  have  been  given  to  the  women  in  payment  for  work  ; 
the  remainder  we  have  on  hand. 

The  sewing  has  been  quite  satisfactorily  done ;  the  women 
have  been  interested  in  their  work,  and  in  listening  to  reading 
which  has  been  provided  for  them  at  each  meeting,  and  seemed 
to  consider  it  a  privilege  to  be  allowed  to  attend  the  Class.

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CONFERENCE  OF  WARD  V. 


Secretary’s  Report. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Ward  V  Conference,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  regular  secretary,  will  of  necessity  be  a  some¬ 
what  superficial  one  ;  the  secretary  fro  temfore ,  in  looking  over 
the  records  of  the  past  year,  finds  that  an  active  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Conference  has  been  maintained,  and  submits  the 
following  summary : 

16  visitors  in  Conference. 

50  families  investigated. 

17  families  continued  in  the  care  of  visitors. 

7  families  assisted. 

7  cases  could  not  be  found. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  event  of  the  year,  though  one  not 
directly  connected  with  the  Associated  Charities,  has  been  the 
organization  of  a  society  called  the  North  Cambridge  Charitable 
Relief  Association,  to  be  an  auxiliary  to  our  Conference  and  to 
render  pecuniary  assistance  to  our  worthy  poor  who  are  in  need 
of  temporary,  but  prompt  relief.  A  public  meeting  was  held 
and  a  good  start  made  in  the  way  of  subscriptions  and  member¬ 
ships. 

Another  forward  movement  has  been  the  distribution  through¬ 
out  Ward  Five,  of  circulars  explaining  the  object  and  aim  of  the 
Associated  Charities.
